OCEANIC STEAMER ALAMEDA 


The Name of William Harrison 
Added to the 
Passenger 
List on the Way to 
San Francisco. 


William 
II. Wright, Territorial 
Treas- 
urer, was In all probability a (lrst class 
passenger 
on the Alameda 
for 
Han 
Francisco and was booked as "W. Har- 
rison." 
Wright's 
middle 
initial 
stands 
for 
"Ilarrl'on" and It Is not unlikely thnt 
In the hurry of the moment when usked 
to sign for his ticket he did so ns "W. 
Harrison " 
The 
llrst cnbln passenger 
list' of tin' "Alameda" as published 
In 
the San Francisco papers of October 1st 
contains the name of "W. .Harrison," 
In 
addition 
to 
the passengers 
listed at 
Irwin & Co. for the Alameda upon her 
departure from Honolulu un September 
24th. 
The supposition 
Is natural 
there- 
fore that the absconding treasurer was 
In reality a passenger 
on the Oceanic 
bont and enjoyed all the privileges of a 
first class ticket. 
No information 
to 
this effect was received 
In the city by 
the "Thomas" yesterday as far as could 
be learned from people who would have 
heaul 
from Wright. 
This can hardly 
be 
called 
surprising 
however 
In 
con- 
sidering that Wright 
Is seeking to 
es- 
cape arrest, and he would not be very 
likely to give the 
police 
here such a 
clue to work upon from the San Fran- 
cisco end. 
Not all of the mall received by Irwin 
& Co. had been opened last evening and 
lt 
Is barely possible 
that 
some 
news 
mny have been sent by tho ship's 
off- 
icers concerning Wright's departure 
up- 
on the boat. 
If Wright was a passenger 
on 
tho 
Alameda he very probably remained In 
his cabin during the entire trip In order 
to ejenpe detection for there were peo- 
ple 
on the steamer 
who

recognized 
the treasurer 
If he 
had uppeared on deck. Assistant United 
States Attorney Dunne was a passenger

her, and tho

formation of his being 
seen

The High Sheriff received no news 
by the Thomas In regard to the missing 
olllclnl but he was also of the opinion 
that the "W. Harrison" 
who arrived In 
San Francisco was tho Win. 
Harrison 
Wright who left Honolulu on the Ala- 
meda. 
The arrival of the Alameda today will 
set at rest all speculations as to the 
means 
of departure 
of the Territorial 
Treasurer. 
The namo on the passenger 
list Indicates that however great

ly paid." would

The theory Is one

to accept 
but anxious to earn, with the uniform 
result that 
they threw up their 
Jobs 
and left the plantations for the town. 
They would no more work In the cane 
fields of Hawaii than they will in the 
cane and cotton fields of the Southern 
States or In the coffee forchts 
of

tral America. 
Going 
to California for 
an example,

get whites to pick fruit acceptably on 
the torrid plains of the San Joaquin 
that orchardlsts take Asiatics by pref- 
erence.

Lessons Learned by the 
Authorities at 


Manila, 


WASHINGTON. 
September 
IS. 
The 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department 
has made public a report 
of tho Chief Quarantine 
Ofllcer of the 
Philippine llands, dated July 
24, 
1902. 
reciting 
the effoits of the authorities 
to stamp out the plague and cholera In 
the Islands. 
The quarantine 
stations 
nre said to be the best 
In the Orient, 
and tho inspection woik has been very 
heavy. 
As to the cholera, 
the report rends: 
"I wish to state ns pertinent 
to 
the 
manner In which cholera was lutroduc 
ed 
Into 
Manila, 
that this city Is the 
greatest 
vegetable market 
In the Orl 
ent. 
Nearly all these Vegetables, 
pota 
toes, cabbage, celery and lettuce, come 
from Canton and the West river coun 
try ndjacent. 
The 
Chinese 
method of 
fertilizing plnnts Is well 
known, 
and 
the danger of such articles as cabbage, 
lettuce nnd celery, which nre often eat- 
en In the uncooked state, Is apparent 
In 
view of the possibility 
that 
a. disease 
like cholera has prevailed 
In the terri- 
tory in which these have been grown. 
"Upon the appearance 
of cholera In 
Manila, the necessity of protecting the 
provinces against 
the Introduction 
of 
the disease 
by 
vessels 
was upparent, 
nnd consequently, on the 21st of March 
a five days' quarantine was declaied on 
all vessels sailing from 
Manila 
for Is- 
land port". 
The 
same 
arrangements 
were applied 
to United States 
Army 
transport, 
since 
u large 
number 
of 
troops weie being 
returned 
at 
this 
time. 
"This quarantine 
has been 
effective. 
since although 
forty-fiv- e 
vessels have 
had cases, 
of cholera occur on board, 
while In quarantine here, no vessel has 
had tho dKiase develop after discharge 
from quarantine, 
und no port 
In the 
Philippines 
1ms ever been 
Infected 
by 
vessels from Manila with the exception 
of Nueva Caceius, tho latter being 
In- 
fected 
soon 
after 
the 
appearance 
of 
the disease In Munlla 
by a vessel that 
Ffad been permitted to load In quaran- 
tine and sail to Nueva Caceras without 
the five days' quarantine. 
It was aft- 
erward learned that some 
of the crew 
communicated with the shore in, Ma- 
nila, one of whom had acquit ed the in- 
fection during the visit and developed 
the case after the vessel arrived."
